The Military Correspondent of The. Times 


writes :— The idea that the Italian theatre is not 


part of the Western ‘front is contrary to fact 


and to geographical realities.

For one thing, the critics of the Go- 
yernment seemed to be much more anxious to 
score debating points than to hejp to find a 
remedy for what they complained of. On the 
other hand, Mr. Prothero, who replied for the 
Government, made a great point of the in- 
ereased production which had resulted from the 
Government's policy of guarantees for the pro- 
duction, while in the same breath he affected to 
doubt whether the crop of potatocs is so large 
as it is popularly supposed to be.

The Government's 
critics yesterday fastened on to the minimum 
price of £6 per ton, which was granted to the 
producer by Lord Rhondda’s Order of Septem- 
ber 14th. That, of course, has iis effect, but 
there is this to be said about it—that it is the 
logical outcome of a deliberate policy of guaran-

Mr. HOUSTON, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Under Secretary for War 
whether he had any information as to the num- 
ber of British troops and British guns, if any, 
taken prisoners and captured by the German 
and Austrian forces on the Italian front during 
the recent enemy advance. 

Mr. MACPHERSON said that no information 
had been received from Italy of the loss of any 
British troops or guns.

drawn. (Cheers.) 


HOW THE GERMANS ATTACKED A 
WEAK POINT. ' 


The War Correspondent of the Associated 
Press.of America telegraphs from the Italian 
Headquarters in the North of Italy, under 
date October 30th :— 

Everything for the moment yields to mili- 
tary necessities, and this will explain the 
lack of details concerning one of the most 
momentous phases of the war. 

The Supreme Command has no desire to 
keep the facts from the American, British, or 
coreig® public, but in such a eupreme moment 
the first consideration must be not to permit 
details which can afford the enemy the 
slightest clue as to what it likely to happen. 

One of the commanding officers told me that 

the public should be placed on their guard 
aga reporte which would, doubtless, be 
spread from scattered information. The fact 
is that those who have actually witnessed the 
recent stupendous drama are extremely few 
outside of the military authorities, and all 
those eyewitnesses, like myself, are gladly 
respecting the decision which the Supreme 
Command feels the situation requires. 
Within these narrow limitations a few 
salient facts can be given. General Cadorna’s 
bulletin has struck the keynote of the main 
operation in stating that the violence of their 
attacks and the inadequate resistance of de- 
tachments of the 2nd Army permitted the 
enemy to break our left wing on the Julian 
front. Tie was the issue on Sunday, and 
sums up officially the sequel of the tremendous 
concentration of Austro-German forces just 
before the critical juncture was reached, and 
all telegraphic communication stopped. 

The maguitude of this surprise offensive was 
heightened by the choice of a sector where 
comparatively little fighting had occurred, and 
where the Italians had little more than an 
' jtpost of their extreme left wing. 

Had the enemy chosen any of the fighting 
fronts near Gorizsia or the Bainsisza Plateau 
they would have faced splendidly organised 
foros; but in sneaking in through the back 
door, ag an officer described the operation, 
they were like a thief who takes a family un- 
awares, and is able for a time to terrorise 
his unsuspecting victime. 

Friday night I reported the crossing of 

the lsonso near Tolmigo. The enemy then

tains, with the Itahan Aimy mester of t 
pesses leading to the eastern... segion 
Venetia. 
At the same time the Austro-Germans made 
feints along the southern front, eo as to pre- 
vent the Italians from moving any reinforce- 
ments to the extreme north. 

Their bombardment of Gorisis and ail along 

the Carso to Monfaloone on the sea was 
terrific, but wag not followed by wiantry ad- 
vances. They were clearly waiting for the 
development of Mackensen’s turning move- 
ment on the north. General Cadorna’s bulle- 
tin must be accepted for the moment as all 
that can be stated of what occurred on the 
Italian left wing. 
Having myself witnessed the retirerent, and 
been an unwilling participant for three days 
in incredible hardships, ean testify to the 
fortitude of the main body of the Italians and 
also to the eplendid organisation which the 
Supreme Command contrived to empley in 
withdrawing these enormous forces of men 
and material. 


NEW PREMIER’S MESSAGE TO 
GENERAL CADORNA, 


A Reuter’s Rome telegram gays: 

Signor Orlando, the new Prime Minister, has 
sent the following telegram to General 
( adorna:-— 

" Conecious of the formidable responsi- 
bilities involved at the praesent time, I 
am taking up the direction of the Government 
of Italy, and my first thought is to assure 
Your kxcellency that the Italian people is 
bearing its terrible trial unflinchingly, a that 
its faith in the Army and in the Chief who 
commands it has never been shaken for a 
moment. It hailed thon in the hour of 
victory; it draws closer to them in the hour of 
adversity. If the buge efforts of the enemy, 
who has massed and launched all his forces 
against us, have succeeded in breaking into a 
dear and glorious strip of our country, it has 
none the less not bent our spirit nor disunited 
the internal forces of the country. Let the 
enemy know—let the world know—that the 
Italians are profiting by their unspeakable 
grief at seeing their country invaded to com- 
pose their internal dissensions, and to enhance 
their will, their energies, and their work in 
order that the soil of their country may be 
reconstructed by an unshakable determina- 
tion.” 

Reuter’s Agency learns in Jialian diplomatic 
quarters that the events of the past few days 
had a great effect in promoting the solidarity 
of all parties in the country. Even those who 
were against the war are now with the Govern- 
ment in their determination to throw back the 
invader. 

Telegrams from other diplomatic centres in 
Rome confirm the above view, and declare 
there is complete unanimity. The official 
Socialists declare that in face of a common 
danger they will give their whole support to 
the Cabinet. w

It would indeed be a great injustice to cut 
off Rumania from the sea. (Loud applause.) 1 
sav so frankly, so that we may not accused 
afterwards of being unfaithful to principles 
which we have ourselves recognised. Ail these 
matters are contrary to the interests of Russia, 
and certainly future generations would blame 
us if we were to follow the path laid down by 
these instructiona. For that reason ib is néces- 
sary that we should speak with one voice at the 
Conference in favour of peace, but 
& peace as will satisfy the imteresis of Russia 
by ensuring the inviolibility of our territory. 

In conclusion, I have to state that the Pro- 
visional Government stands by tbe principle 
which it has proclaimed, which it regards aa 
advantageous to Russia, and which it will 
observe in future. The conditions of a de- 
cratic peace must embody every formula of 
Russian democracy. In realising this pro- 
gramine, the Government must take into 
account our military reverses and our wn- 
fortunate internal situation. Nevertheless, the 
Provisional Goverument emphatically aeserts 
that the Voice of Russia is the voice of a great 
Power, and that the Allies listen to it as 
times when she was, perhaps, militarily 
stronger, but when she was nob undergoing 
difficulties which all the world now seea.

alone the Government, must recognise that he 
is responsible for the historic destiny of Russia.

Potatoes 
went up to £12, and then the Food Controller 
intervened. The price of £6 wes based on a 
careful calculation of the cost of production. In 
the present. year, so far as could -be forecasted, 
the estimates furnished to the Food Controller's 
Department showed that the cost of growing an 
acre of potatoes would be something like 235. 
An average crop was six tons an acre, so that 
£36 did not show a very large m of fit. 
That was the situation that had to be Faced, 
and by fixing the price at £6 they had secured 
a record crop of valuable food, which weuld 
relieve the strain on our shipping and on our 
finance. ‘Therefore, whatever objections there 
might be, there could be no question as to the 
excellence of the results attained. t, 
all, was the main point.

OPERATIONS BY INDIAN
